Secretary Hale Talks. 

When seen yesterday afternoon Mr. Duay- 
ton Hale, of the Lakewood company, seem- 
ed very much surprised at the contemplat- 
ed action of the mayor. 

“I do not think,” said he, “it Is treating 
us exactly right. It- should be considered 
that the company has already spent much 
more than the whole amount of rental in 
improvemcaits to the property, which are 
bout to go into the city’s pocket. We 
did not pay the $200 rent the first of the 
year for the same reason that we did 
not pay it last year. The city allcws 
Piedmont park free police protection and 
we have to pay for ours.

SCHOOL RULES T0 


BE FINALLY FIXED 


Board of Education Will Hold an Impor- 
tant Meeting This Afternoon. 


GO AFTER GREEN TEACHERS 


Board May Adopt a Rule Not Allow- 
ing Them To Be Elected. 


CORPORAL PUNISHMENT WILL BE TAXEN UP 


Rule of Electing Teachers May Re- 
ceive an Amendrhent—Many Mat- 
ters To Be Considered. 


The new rules for the government of the 
schools as they will be conducted by the 
new board of education will be adopted this 
afternoon at an adjourned meeting, which 
tahes place at 3:30 o’clock. 

The committee on rules met yesterday af- 
ternoon in the office of Chairman Holie 
Smith, and made the final additions to the 
recommendations they presented to the 
board at its last meeting. 

The session of the committee lasted for 
some time, but the changes made in the 
rules are not very great. Probably the only 
addition to be made to the set of rules will 
be one to govern the clection of teachers 
who have had no experience in. practicai 
teaching. If this rule igs passed it will pre- 
vent any one who has not had two years’ 
experience at teaching or two years in a 
normal sehoo! fram becoming a teacher in 
the public schools of Atlanta, except by a 
three-fourths vote of the board of educa- 
tion. 

It seems that there have been a great 
many inexperienced teachers admitted in 
the public schools and if the board adopts 
the rule as outiined it will be for the pur- 
pose of giving to the schools only teacnet 
who have had experience. It is believed by 
many that this will do a great amount vf 
Zvo0d and help to make the schools better. 

The rule om corporal punishment will 
probably go back nafore the board with a 
slight amendment, but, as aiready pre- 
dicted, there seems to be no likelihood that 
corporal punishment will be abolished in 
the grammar schooiss, 

The rule will probably be framed.so as to 
net allow teachers to whip children whose 
parents object to the teacher administering 
punishment and in a case of this Kind will 
ive the teacier ‘power to suspend tne child. 
‘Lhe prineipal of each sehdoi Wiil prodai ow 
be required to make’*a monthly report to 
the buard OL every woere corporal 
punishment is siheninintasvedh ana vell tne cir- 
cumstances.

The “Battle of ‘Atlanta’ on Exhibition 
for the Last Time. 


NO NEW PAINT FOR IT 


Expense Would Be Too Great for the 
Picture’s Worth. 


THE PARK COMMITTEE RENDERS ITS REPORT 


Rescind Action Requesting Appropria- 
tion of $1,000—Resort Will Have 
Several Other Improvements. 


It now looks as if the cyclorama of the 
battle of Atlanta, which has been one of 
the chief attractions at Grant park for a 
number of years, is about to be a matter 
of history.

Chairman /Haas made this announcement 
at the board meeting yesterday afternoon, 
and while (t was a matter of general re- 
gret that the cyclorama has been allowed 
to go to ruin as it has, yet the commis- 
signers scem to think a further expendl- 
ture of money thereon would be useless. 
It looks, therefore, as if the old fam/'liar 
scene of the battle of tlanta will soon 
be a thing of the past. 

The picture is rew badly torn in several 
places and most of the characters are 
blurred and covered with ugly splotches of 
dirt.
